If 
it is carried out in letter and spirit, 
then the G. O. P. will march right 
straight on to one of the grandest 
victories at the polls in November that 
they have ever won in Massachusetts.

SACRED CROCODILES. 


The Famous Shrine and the “Laby- 
riath’ In Uaypt. 

The crocodile, one of the most sacred 
animals of the east, has given its name 
to several ancient sites. Of the various 
cities of crocodiles the naines of which 
have been han ted down to us by He 
rodotus, Pliny and Strabo, perhaps the 
most striking was the “Crocodilopolis’ 
of the ancient Egyptian province of 
Fayum, which, according to tradition, 
was built by that pharaoh who “made 
the lives of the children of Israel bit 
ter with hard service.” This provines 
lies within an almost complete cirele of 
hills—a little oasis in the midst of the 
desert, where roses and grapes mingle 
with figs and olives and luxuriant palm 
trees grow almost into forests. Its cap 
ital is Medinet, and a little to the north 
of the city are a number of trregularly 
shaped mounds. Beneath these are the 
ruins of the pharaoh built “Crocodilop 
the “City of Crocodiles,” later 
called Arsin and the shrine of the 
sacred crovodile of the neighboring 
Lake Moeris, which was then 450 miles 
in circumference. This lake held the 
sacred crocodiles, and as each died in 
turn it was buried in one of the 1,506 
underground sepulehers of the world 
famed “labyrinth” at hand, side by side 
with the embalmed bodies of 
sive pharaohs.

He and not the female is the setter 
He sets always in a quiet and desolate 
place, where there is no food, nothing 
to attract enemies, and as soon as the 
young are born the question is how to 
feed them The rhea answers that 
question in advance. Three or four 


days before the eggs are to open he 
shoves « couple of them out of the nest 
with his bill and lays them in the sun.

How comforting to Mary must have 
been the words of Jesus: ““‘Why trouble 
ye the woman?

After His return to His disciples in 
Gethsemane the third time He said,

Iscariot He said, “Whom seek ye?" 
And to their reply, “Jesus of Naza 
reth,” He answered, “I am,” upon 


which they went backward and fell to 
the ground. They never could have 
touched Him if He had not permitted 
them. His offering was from first to 
last, according to Lev. |, 3, “of His 
own voluntary will,” or, as He said in 
John x, 17, 18: “I lay down my life that 
I might take it again. No man taketh 
it from me, but I Iay it down of my 
seif.”” As they came again to take Him 
He asked that Ilis disciples might go 
their way, so fulfilling His words in 
John xvii, 12. Judas then came for 
ward and kissed Him, thus pointing 
Him out to the band by a prearranged 
sign. Jesus suffered It and merely said 
meekly; “Friend, wherefore art thou 
come? Betrayest thou the Son of Man 
with a kiss?’ Simon Peter's sword 
was quickly at work, and Malehus’ 
right ear was off in a twinkling, but 
quickly healed by a touch of Jesus 
He forbade Simon any further use

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A Native African Food, 

The native food of the Malunda coun- 
try, in southern Africa, comprises ma- 
nioe and that alone. It Is a plant par- 
ticularly adapted to wet, marshy soil, 
says the author of “In Remotest Ba- 
rotseland.” It takes two years to arrive 
at maturity and while growing re 
quires very little attention. The root 
when full grown is about the size and 
has very much the appearance of a 
German sausage, although at times it 
much larger, One shrub has 
several roots, and the extraction of two 
or three in no way impairs the growth 
of the remainder. When newly dng it 
tastes like a chestnut, and the digestion 
of the proverbial ostrich can alone as 
similate it raw, but when soaked in 
wnhter for a few days until partly de 
composed, dried on the roofs of the 
huts and stamped it forms a delight 
fully white seft meal, far whiter and 
purer than the best flour, Then it is 
beaten into a thick paste and eaten 
with a little flavoring composed of 
a locust or « caterpillar, which the na- 
tives seek in deenyed trees. Another 
way of eating this native luxury is by 
baking the roots after sonking them 
and eating it as you would a banana, 
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George Ellot's Savonnrolna, 

Savonarola is one of the most strik- 
ing characters in George Eliot's great 
historical novel “Romola,” the seene of 
which is in Florence and the period 
that of Savonarola’s career. The idea 
of writing the book occurred to the 
novelist while on a visit to Florence, 
and on a second visit to the city, in 
1861, she began to carry out her proj 
ect.

CHINESE SILL WITH AXES. 


Carpenters of ‘Cathay’ Will Compare 
With Occidentals, 

In judging the performance of the 
native Chinese workman It Is almost 
impossible to avoid the popular bias 
that addiction to thelr own 
and tools invariably bespeaks fatuous 
conservatism. Though this Is in many 
cases true, it will often be found on 
careful observation that what has pass 
ed for a stubborn blindness to the vir- 
tue of Innovation Is in reality a keener 
perception of comparative merits than 
the judge himself was aware of. 

This Is particularly true of Chinese 
carpenters, 
monest tools differ in radical 
way from our own, It is never safe to 
assume the superiority of the western 
product. Their small ax, for example, 
is a beautifully balanced tool, and they 
are remarkably adept in the use of It, 
being able to work as true a surface 
therewith as can be obtained with an 
adz in the hands of the white man,

They form a most curious sight as 
they move about, trailing thelr long 
ivms and staring out of their bulging 
They are guarded by screens 
which prevent them from being seared, 
for if they are suddenly frightened 
they will squirt their milk into the 
water, and it would therefore be lost. 
This fluid or milk ts very valuable, 
and a euttle will yield about $3 worth 
a year. It is secreted in a bag which 
can be opened and closed at will, the 
enttle ejecting the fluid to darken the 
water so that it may escape 
when attacked

The best cuttlefish are procured in 
China, where for some reason or other 
they produce the best quality of milk 


When the farmer considers {t oppor- 
tune to mnilk the enuttles he proceeds by 
opening the sluiees of the pond and 
gently agitating the water. The cut- 
tles then swim around the pond, and 
as soon as one passes through the 
sluice {is closed. The cuttle passes 
down a small channel Into a basin or 
metal receptacle, and as soon as it Is 
securely there the water fs drained off, 
It is then frightened and at once 
squirts the fluid from the bag. When 
it is exhausted It {fs lifted out, the milk 
is collected and the basin prepared for 
another.

PATENTS ON INVENTIONS. 


Must He In the ‘Names of the Actual 
Inventors, 

The law provides for the granting of 
patents only to the actual inventor of 
the patented invention, and a patent 
granted in the nime of any one else 
Is invalid. lor this reason It Is essen 
tlal that the application for patent be 
made in the name of the one whom 
the law regards as the inventor. In 
some factories it is the custom to pat- 
ent every invention in the name of 
the president of the company. This 
frequentiy bappens because the com- 
pany has been built up on inventions 
made by the president or other officer, 
and as a matter of pride the president 
wishes to see all patents issued in his 
name, 

This is a dangerous thing to do in 
the case of inventions which were con 
ceived by the employee independently 
of the officer, such as iInventious wholly 


gestion or assistance from the officer, 
for If in a suit brought under such 
patent It were shown that while the 


patent was granted In the name of the 
officer the Invention was actually made 
by an employee the patent would be 
declared Invalid, and usually a suit 
would not have reached such n stage
